The $2 Bill To Pass

ASHINGTON dispatches announce th»- pr-.ha'.If dis- 


appearance of the ?:> bill from the naiiona! cur- 


rency "because of its widespread unpopuiarii; . 
The 


phrase indicates, a curious statu of a pan 
o« th«- public 


mind. 
For a long lime a bill oft lie denomination indi- 


cated has been regarded by many people as a hoodoo, but 
we doubt if anybody can give a good reason for this sact. 
On the other hand, it can hardly be argued that such a 
piece of money comes under the head of a public neces- 
sity. It is. of course, better than a ?1 note, but it is no 
better than two SI notes. 


Once on a time ?2 bills were issued by the national 


banks. 
The series began in 18(55 and was discontinued 


in 1879, when specie payments were resumed, along 
•with the banks' $1 notes. 
At the date of discontinuance. 


56,000.000 in brand new notes of these two denomina- 
tions were destroyed. 


A3Then the $2 bill shall follow the 2-cont piece, the 


3-cent piece and the 20-ccnt piece into final disuse, it 
will be as little missed as are those vanished coins. The 
loss will be nobody's and the gain will be to the collectors 
of rare and obsolete moneys.

TJRESIDEXT COOLIDGE need not feel he is trafficking 
A 
with either the powerless or the unrespectable when 


he considers the petition of 60 eminent California citizens 
praying the release of 33 prisoners, including the 21 so- 
called Sacramento cases, convicted under the espionage 
act. 
On the list of petitioners are two former United 


States Senators—Phelan and Works—an Associate Jus- 
tice of the State Supreme Court, the chancellor emeritus 
of Leland Stanford University, four Episcopal Bishops, a 
Catholic Bishop and priest, a rabbi, the president of the 
State Federation of Women's Clubs and the heads of 
other State women's organizations, the president and 
secretary of the State Federation of Labor, a considerable 
list of professors, including members of law faculties, 
and others of note. 
If Senator Pepper's legal opinion on the cases were 


not sufficient to convince the President that the movement 
to release the men is a bona fide effort in behalf of civil 
liberty he cannot lightly pass or defer action on the plea 
of so 'distinguished a group as the GO Californians. What 
will he do about it? 


Also, if the California petitioners are entitled to a 


hearing, then certainly the men whom President Harding 
released, and who have been seized by immigration offi- 
cials for deportation, are worthy of executive considt-ra- 
tion. 
Only executive action can halt that dastanlly pro- 


ceeding devised in utter contempt of the late President's 
order of clemency.
